Report of the County Road Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk: . 


Gentlemen,—Your Committee on County Roads begs 
leave to report as follows: 


In addition to the General Maintenance of the road sys- 
tem, the following work has been completed: 


Road No. 1—2 miles of retreatment. 


Road No. 2—6 miles of retreatment. 





Road No. 3—634 miles of retreatment. 


Road No. 6—1% miles of retreatment—3 miles gravel 
resurfacing. 


Road No. 7—1.85 miles of retreatment—2 miles of 
Double surface treatment. 


Road No. 8 —8.4 miles of retreatment. 


Road No. 9—5.35 miles of retreatment, the Corners, 
south of Walsh Station have been completed with a double 
surface treatment, .75 miles south of Baker’s Schoolhouse 
has been double surface treated; 1 mile of Gravel mulch west 
of road 8; 6.10 of a mile of tar stabilization at the west end 
of Houghton. 
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Road No. 1o—1 mile gravel resurfacing. 
Road No. 13—3.8 miles of retreatment. 


Road No. 14—2.55 miles of retreatment, 3 miles double 
surface treatment. 


Road No. 15—5 miles retreatment. 
Road No. 16—2.35 miles retreatment. 
Road No. 25—1 mile retreatment. 
Road No. 30—2.75 miles retreatment. 


Road No. 33—34 of a mile of gravel mulch; 2/2 miles of 
construction grading in Charlotteville has been completed on 
Road 7 and gravelling is being proceeded with; grading is 
proceeding on Road 6 in Houghton; eravel resurfacing on 
Road 21 is partially done. 


The new Walters Truck with a central blade arrived re- 
cently and a marked improvement is already noted in the 
gravel roads. 


The Snowplow and attachments also are at the County 
barn and will be fitted when required. 


Accounts passed on the County Road System since the 
June Session amount to $100,044.66. Committee fees $289.80.

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Report of the Agricultural and Industrial Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, your Agricultural and Industrial Com- 
mittee beg leave to report as follows: | 


Your Committee met jointly with the Legislation Com- 
mittee in the office of the Department of Agriculture, Simcoe, 
on Wednesday, May rith, for the purpose of carrying out the 
resolution passed at the March session of this Council regard- 
ing training tobacco curers. 


It was moved by J. H. Smith and seconded by Wilton ~ 
Honey, Reeve of Waterford, and carried -unanimously that 
some steps be taken in the training of Canadian curers by 
either the establishment of a training school for curers or a 
system of apprenticeship for young men under some similar 
set-up to that carried out under the Dominion-Provincial 
Youth Training Scheme. Copies of this resolution were for- 
warded to the Minister of Agriculture and Minister of Labour 
of the Dominion of Canada and Minister of Labour for the 
Province of Ontario, W..H, Taylor, MaP= tor Norfolk County ; 
Hon. Eric Cross, Minister of Municipal Affairs, and Hon. HexGs 
Nixon, Provincial Secretary. 


Favorable replies were received from practically all of 
those to whom the resolution was sent and the Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture of the Province of Ontario called a meeting 
which was held in the office of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Simcoe, on Thursday, June 9th. Present at this meeting 
were members of the Agricultural Committee, officials of the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments, members of the On- 
tario Flue-Cured Tobacco Marketing Board and a few inter- 
ested tobacco growers. At this meeting the following reso- 
lution was carried unanimously: That we approve the gen- 
eral scheme of training Canadian curers and that a permanent 
committee be selected representing the County Council, the 
Ontario Flue-Cured Tobacco Marketing Association and the 
Dominion and Provincial Departments of Agriculture to draft 
out a detailed scheme to present to the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture and if accepted to supervise its operation. The 
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following were named a committee to carry out the wishes 
of the meeting: Colin Cowan, Col. J. W. Townsend, J. H. 
Perrett, F. H. Stinson, J. H. Smith, F. S. Thomas and G. G. 
Bramhill, R. J. Stallwood and Jas. Moore. 


At a subsequent meeting of this Committee, Colin Cowan 
was appointed Chairman and G. G. Bramhill, Secretary. The 
Committee decided to hold a meeting at the Tobacco Experi- 
mental Station at Delhi in the afternoon of Tuesday, June 
ast, to formulate a detailed plan for presentation to the On- 
tario Deputy Minister of Agriculture. 


At this meeting the following scheme for training to- 
bacco curers was drawn up: 


1. That the number of young men selected under this 
scheme shall not exceed 50 for the season of 1938. 


2. That trainees selected be young men between the ages 
of 18 and 30 years who have had at least 3 years’ experience 
in harvesting tobacco. 


3. That trainees be placed with an experienced tobacco 
erower with the understanding that he will be given instruc- 
tion and actually allowed to cure tobacco under an experi- 
enced curer. 


4. That the final selection of trainees and farmers under 

this scheme be made by the permanent committee selected to 
carry out the scheme and that this committee also have super- 
vision of the trainees during their apprenticed period. 


5. Trainees selected will be required to make a study of 
tobacco growing and curing from literature supplied by the 
Tobacco Division of the Central Experimental Farm and will 
be required to assemble at the Delhi Tobacco Station for one 
day’s preliminary instruction previous to commencing curing. 


6. That the expenses of this committee and local admin- 
istration expenditures be paid by the Agricultural Committee 
of the Norfolk County Council. 
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This Committee was given authorization by the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture to proceed under the above scheme 
and agreed that growers participating should be given a bonus 
of $1.00 per day towards wages paid the trainee during the 
harvesting season and not to exceed a total of $50.00 for each 
trainee; such payment to be made from funds made available 
under the Dominion-Provincial Youth Training Scheme. 


Applications under this scheme were received by members 
of the Committee from both growers and _ prospective 
trainees. Meetings of this committee were held on Friday, 
July 15, and Saturday, July 23rd, when applications from both 
growers and trainees were carefully scrutinized and the fol- 
lowing 33 applications were approved by the Committee:

On Thursday, July 28th, your Committee met these 
trainees at the Dominion Experimental Station at Delhi, 
where they were given instruction and advice by members 
of the Committee. 


While one or two adjustments have had to be made, 
nearly all the trainees have turned out very satisfactorily to 
the grower and while it is too early to come to any definite 
conclusion regarding the merits of this scheme, it would seem 
to have all the earmarks of a success.

Report of the Public Buildings Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, your Committee on Public Buildings, 
beg leave to report as follows: 


The numerous recommendations of the prison inspector 
have been carried out as far as finances permitted. We com- 
pletely overhauled the kitchen of the gaol and purchased a 
metal table and cupboards for same. The wooden door that 
led into the court yard from the laundry was replaced with 
a steel door. The wood trim in the corridors has been re- 
moved. The bell system of the gaol has been overhauled and 
the push buttons placed in more convenient places. Thectreess 
in the exercise yard has been cut down. The boiler and stok- 
er of the heating system have been replaced. Additional 
lights were installed in the basement. The women’s cell block 
and corridor have been replastered and painted. The locks on 
the main gates of the corridors have been made safe. 


Later it was discovered that the wall of the court yard 
was found to be in a bad state of repair. We got in touch 
with the Inspector, who came up and examined the wall with 
your committee. He recommended that a new wall of con- 
crete be built but your committee did not agree and had the 
wall repaired. The wooden plank were removed and plaster 
cement put on in their place. 


The slate roofs of the court house and the clerk’s office 
have had to have considerable repairs and a lot of the slate 
was renewed. 


The Registry Office had some difficulty in heating the 
building so a new gas burner was installed in the furnace 
which has made a great improvement and should lower the 
gas bills. 


There have been numerous small repairs made that are 
not listed in this report.

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Report of the County Road Superintendent 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—I hereby submit to your honorable body 
my twenty-second annual report on the Norfolk County Road 
System. 


During the present year the road activities, in addition 
to the general maintainence of the system, have consisted of 
Special Maintenance and Construction work. I have brought 
up to date the county map showing the various hard surfaced 
roads and, if this map is examined, it will be noted that cer- 
tain connecting links have been completed and it will also be 
observed that on other roads there are certain portions which 
should be proceeded with in the coming year. it: must. beste: 
membered that roads must be brought to a state where it is 
considered that the road has a sufficient base to warrant the 
placing of a hard surface on the same, and also that the type 
of hard surface must also be selected as regards the subgrade, 
and also the quantity and type of traffic using the roads must 
be considered. For quite a few years the Department of 
Highways took traffic census on the Provincial Highways and 
also on quite a number of County roads, but for the past six 
years this has been discontinued on the County system, and I 
would suggest that it might be advisable next year to take 
a census of the traffic using the roads on the Norfolk County 
System, and in using these figures in conjunction with the 
records which have been kept during the past five years on the 
hard surface roads of the system. Information can propably 
be deduced as to the future maintenace of the various roads. 


During the present year 7.1 miles of new double surface 
treatment ; 1.75 miles of new mulch; and .7 of a mile of stabi- 
lization type of treatment were completed; making a total 
of 9.55 miles of hard surface treatment this year. 65.1 miles 
of hard surfaced roads were retreated, making a total of 834,- 
200 square yards of new treatment and retreatments. 


It will be remembered that during the inspection by this 
Council, considerable breaking up of certain roads had occur- 
ed, and I would like to point out that after this inspection 
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considerable more damage became apparent, especially in the 
eastern portion of the county. Approximately 5700 tons of 
patch material was used to repair these damaged portions. 
This patch material was mixed either on the roads or in the 
gravel pits, thereby making a considerable saving as against 
purchasing patch material and shipping in the same. 


Local gravel deposits in the west end of the county are 
rapidly becoming exhausted and the county is faced with 
either importing gravel or using other types of construction 
for that and similar section of the county. 


The stabilization type of construction is one of the recent 


developments in highway work and briefly consists of mixing - | 


the soil in the road with tar in proper proportions. This pro- 
portion is determined by laboratory tests upon samples of soil 
taken from the road. An experimental piece .7 miles long 
and 20 feet wide was constructed in August, at the west end 
of Road 9 at a cost of $3600. or approximately $5150. per 
mile. An inspection of it last week showed it to be in good 
condition and if it comes through the winter, as well, several 
more miles can be treated in a like manner. In that section 
of the county the cost is no greater per mile than for gravel 
and has the advantage of conserving available gravel for 
roads near the pit where the haul is short. 


Road Construction as Laid Out in the Estimates on Road — 
No, I. 


Certain grading has been completed and is still being pro- 
ceeded with. The grading should be completed in a few days 
weather permitting, a total of 2% miles. Approximately 12,- 
000 cubic yards of earth was moved. A heavy cut and fill be- 
ing made in the vicinity of Bethel Church, opposite lot Io.

The cost of weed control increased $410.35 over last year 


due principally to the extraordinary growth of sweet clover 
on practically all roads. It may be advisable next year to 
treat with chemica!s some of the roads where wild carrot and 
sow thistle are noticeably on the increase. 

The Walters truck has been equipped with the snow plow 
and is ready for snowplowing when required. This truck has 
been in use since the latter part of August and a marked im- 
provement was noticed on the gravel roads which were main- 
tained by it.

The audited report of the Hospital as of November roth, 
1938 is as follows: 


A summary of revenue and expenditure shows a net loss 
for the year’s business of $5,737.42 compared with the prev- 
ious year of a net loss of $5,904.93. 


A comparison of the different classes of patients revealed 
the fact that the proportion of pay patients compared to in- 
digents are approximately I to 5. This probably is one reason 
for a portion of the deficit in operating expenses. The cost 
per patient day is approximately 2.31 per day. 


A special request has been handed to the Board of Gov- 
ernors by the Medical Staff of the Hospital for a much needed 
addition in the way of equipment which the county’s grant 
will assist to purchase.

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Report of the Children’s Aid Society 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, your Committee on the Children’s Aid 
Society, beg leave to report as follows: 


During the period from January Ist, 1938, to November 
30th, 1938, 27 children were added to care and 37 were dis- 
charged from care. At the end of that period there were un- 
der care a total of 190 children. Of this total only 57 were in 
boarding homes. Ten were in adoption probation homes, 46 
in wage homes, 62 in free homes, and 15 in other institutions. - 


In addition to these children under care the Children’s 
Aid Society is working actively on 53 cases of families whom 
the Society is trying to help. Seventy-eight new cases were 
reported to this Society. Only four children were made per- 
manent wards and 6 temporary wards during that period. 


One hundred and twenty-four children were given a com- 
plete physical examination during the year and I5 were exam- 
ined by a physiocratist. Dental care was given in 61 cases 
and optical care in 27. 


A total number of 1,696 field visits were made by the staff 
and 1,357 office interviews were held. 


The Society had 25 new cases reported to it under the 
Unmarried Parents’ Act. Six settlements were obtained out 
of court involving substantial sums of money. 


There were few major operations necessary on the chil- 
dren and several minor ones, from all of which the children 
recovered satisfactorily. Frequent medical examination and 
follow-up treatment have reduced the amount of sickness 
among the wards and the health of the entire group is dis- 
tinctly good. ;

BY-LAW NO. 731 





A By-Law to amend By-Law No. 5206, and to name the 
Standing Committees of the Norfolk County Council. 


WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to name the Standing 
Committees of Norfolk County Council, to conform with the 
Treasurer’s books, as changed to meet the approval of the 
Department of Municipal Affairs. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Corpora- 
tion of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled: 


1. THERE shall be annually appointed at the first meet- 
ing of each newly elected council the following Standing 
Committees of the Council for the year, the first named to 
be Chairman thereof, the Good Roads Committee however to 
be appointed in open Council : :

2. The Finance Committee to be composed of the Chair- 
men of the above Committees, except Industrial Home and 
Equalization, the Chairman of Finance Committee to be ap- 
pointed by the said Committee. 


3. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to pre- 
sent to the County Council on or before June in each year a 
full and particular exhibit of the financial affairs of the Coun- 
cil, together with an estimate of the amount required to be 
raised by levy during the current year. 
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To report to the Council at the June Session in each year 
as to the manner in which revenue required for the current 
year shall be raised. 


To advise the Treasurer when called upon to do so, in all 
matters pertaining to his office. 


To see that all duties and services which ought to be per- 
formed by the Treasurer, are fully executed. 


4. IT shall be the duty of the Administration of Justice 
Committee to regulate all matters connected with the Court 
House, Gaol, Police Office and Crown Attorney’s Office, and 
also to regulate salaries of Janitors, Turnkeys, County Police 
Officers and Traffic Officer. 


s. IT shall be the duty of Charity and Welfare Commit- 
tee to regulate all matters connected with the House of 
Refuge, Hospitals and Children’s Aid, and to appoint from its 
members one or more to represent the Council at meetings 
of the Hospital Board and Children’s Aid Society, and also 
to regulate the salaries of the employees of the House of 
Refuge. 


6. IT shall be the duty of the General Administration 
Committee to regulate and control all matters in connection 
with the office of Clerk and Treasurer, Registry Office, Walsh 
Home, Reforestation, Legislation and Printing, and to appoint 
{rom its members one or more to deal with matters of Re- 
forestation, and to regulate salaries of Clerk, Treasurer, 
Deputy Clerk and Treasurer, and Janitors and caretakers. 


7. IT shall be the duty of Agricultural Committee to 
deal with all matters in connection with Agriculture, and to 
recommend grants to be made in connection with the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture in the County. 


8. IT shall be the duty of the Educational Committee to 
deal with all matters in connection with High, Vocational and 
Continuation School grants for education of County pupils 
and to supervise all matters in connection with education in 
the County. ° 
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9. IT shall be the duty of the Good Roads Committee 
to co-operate with and direct the County Road Superintend- 
ent in the construction and maintenance of County Roads and 
County Bridges in the County, and that the said Committee 
be authorized to approve and pass all accounts for work on 
said Roads and Bridges and to issue orders for payment of 
same and shall have supervision of the salaries of the Road 


Superintendent and all Road employees. 


10. IT shall be the duty of the Industrial Home Commit- 
tee to visit the House of Refuge and to see that the inmates 
are properly cared for. 


11. IT shall be the duty of the Equalization Committee to 
inspect the assessment rolls before the 1st of June in each 
year, and equalize same. 


12. Sections 56, 62; 63, 64, 65 and 66 of By-Law No. 526 
are hereby repealed, and sub-section 1 of section 67 is amended 
by striking out the word “Legislative” in the first line and 
substituting therefor “General Administration.”
